GOT A COFFIN BY FRAUD.

The Poor Girl Thought She Was to
Sing e the Prince.

The case of Eliza Anne Fitzhugh, o
teacher of wusic, and her mother, who
were charged before Police Justice [Ha-
den Corsey, in this place, with obtain-
ing property under fulse pretenses, isof
unusual interest, writes o Dalston, Eng-
land, correspondent of the New York
Sun, because it is o very sud case, and
hecause it picteres a curious phuse of
English socicty.

Miss IMitzhugh was a young woman of
goold repute, who had o fine and well
trained voice, and in 1885 was making
enough money to support hersell and
her father ana mother. the father being
an invalid, In October, 1888, Mr, Hay-
ward, the manager of Prof. Baldwin,
who was at that time jumping from a
balloon when ata grent height, came to
Miss Fitzhugh and asked her to under-
talie the tnslk of getting the Prince of
Wales to attend one of Baldwin’s exhi-
bitiope. He promised ber £10 if she
sucdeaded. )

Accordingly Miss Fitzhugh got anap-
pointinent to meet Sir Francis Knollys
at Marlborough house, and thers suce
cended so well that the preince, princess
and their three daughters attendedthe

show at Alexandra palace,  Miss Fitz-
hoigrh had the honor of singing  before
the princely family whan thoy were

there also, but she never got the £10
promised to her nor any other sum,

She had been at considerable expense
for dress and otherwise in this matter,
nnd s0 gpotdnto debt. 1t was then hoer
troubles began.  She tried to get an up-
pointment as vocalist in the family of
the prinee, and those who promised to
help her o the post told hor she  was
sure Lo suceeed, and even sent her let-
ters of congvitulntion on the certainty
of her appointment, Relying on this
Miss Fitzhugh neglected to try forother
pupils, and while waiting for the ap-
porntment pol decper in debt,

Alongr in Decombar, 1588, her Iather
died. o provide for the funcral she
want to an undevtaker and told himsne
had been nppointed to the post ol vo-
calistin the family of the prince, and
he thereupon trostod her for the price

of a decent Tuneral.  The Lill was sent
to Muarlborourh house, It happened
thitt a Miss Pitzhiogh was employed

thers in another capacity, and she got
the hill.  Her futher wasn't dead and
she didu'c owe any undertakor for bury -
ing him. So she madea fuss abont 11,

Miss Lizgie Mitehoeh, on bolng askod
to explain, at onee told the whole story
teathfully, ‘The andertalier, Me, John
Giray, of Seven Sisters' rowd,  offerea to
forgive her the debt, but the prinee’s
household would not allow that.

Such writers get their expericnce in
cultivation out of books printed in Ger-
many where the only tools are the
spande ond hoo.  Americuns must grow
beets, if they grow them at all, with
horse power cultivation. The rows,
therefore, must be planted fur enough
apart Lo admit a horse cultivator. This
will necessitnte planting thirty inches
or more apart. No attempt shouid be
made to cultivate with the rows closer
than two feet. The soil must be
plowed deep and  prepured for the seod
in the most perfect maner. For, un-
less this i3 doae, the early cultivation
cannot be such ts will ersdicate the

weeds, and weeds and  sogar in beets
don’t rrow together.
There is one point in cultivating

beets for sugar that is all important:
that is the beel root must be grown
under ground, If the seil is raked
awny from the top of the beet the action
of the sun causes “reversion™ ofethe
sugar to tuke place and the beet is
ruined for sorne making, The beet
row can bo billed up suceessfully with
almost any of the cultivators now in
use, but should be gone over with the
hoe and trimmed up where the cultiva-
tor has done imperfect worlk.

Haprvesting of the beetsfshould be ba-
gun early in September, and the beets
should, il possible, be drawn to the
fictory fslustus dug, There is a horse
michineg made for harvesting  beets,
but they oan bo quickly duog hy gaing
pnce on ench side of the row with a
common plow and throwing the furrow
trom the row., then spading the roots
out with a common potato spnde, In
harvesting beeta earo must be taken
not  to leave them long  exposed
to the hot sun or to  pile them
up in large piles where
they will be exvosod to changes
of temperature,  Elther condition will
cause suonr Mreversion’ to lake place
and render the heet valueless for sugar,
If they must be stored they should be
pitted in lots not exceoding o ton, Any
treatmient which eauses a quantity of
heets to heat, be it ever so little, enuses
“roversion.”

In Germany,
huas prospered veey well, and where
eultivation is carpicd to the highest
perfection, the averace product of sugar
beets is a little over thirteen tons  por
uere. PPorn numbee of years it re-
quired eleven  pounds of beets to mnlke
one pound of sugar, but improved seed
has changed the proportion till now
cight and one-half pounds of  beots
make  one  pound  of  sugnr. The
Germun  sugar  faclories  have  «
capacity  of only about ZE000 tous
exch, duving the senson: and so ench
futory ean handio the product of less
than two thovsand acres. In Calilornia
severnl orops  of sognr beets have
vielded an average of tweuty-one tons
per nore and ware grown at an esti-
mnted cost of $54 per acre,

It is the custom of sugur beet fue-
tories to buy the heets ot so much por
ton, with the grower 10 guarantes the
heets o yield a ecortmin per cont of
sugar. It “roversion” tukes place, or
by any other accident the beets do not
come up to the standard, the farmer
sulfers the loss, It is  this pliase of
sugar bect growing which mnkes it im-
wrative that tho farmev handle his
watb ¢rop theoughout the season with
skill and intelligence, keoping the one
idea of sugar production always in
view,

From the year 1570 1o 1550
whent wus crowned King and thousnnds
of weres of rich priulfie soils were hro-
ken up nnd sown to wheat,  From 1550
to I8 corn secined to be the most prol-
itable form erop to wuld wis
orowned king by the westera furinors,
The rich soils of the western prairvies
produced lrge and profitablo crops with
but little expense for cultivation and
plueing on the mwmpket, but the price of
corn now  rules 20 low  with so many
other things wovkiog nguinst its prorit-
able production that it must soon yield
up A erown,

The time will come when the
erown will have to ha plaeed on the
hend of eclover, says the Now Englind
Farmer. It i oasily raised, the seed
costs but Hetle: it gosts but little to pras
pare the ground for its rv.m-pll._l;h.
There is us much cectplnty of securing
i rood stand as with auy other crap U
sown enrly enough in the season. It
malkes'the tnest and hest pasturage if
not turned on W ton young: it uikes
the best and mest nutmtions hay for sll
kind of farm stock, ossibly horses
muy be excepted by  some hopsemaoen;
but it s doubtful if o healthy horse was
aver tnjured by enting well-eured  elo-
vor hay, Clover enriches the soil, and
every Hela ralsing o erop

Cross-Breed Ponltrey for the Marker.

The most guccessfiul marcket poultry
is thnt which is obtained by proper
erossing.  And whuat branch of the bas-
inoss pnys so well ns that which sap-
plies the table of the rich and the poor?
There is profit in beeeding fancy fowls
after aoreputation has been achieved,
but that costs money and time.  Markot
poultry needs no reputation.  All it re-
quires is  good common sense, and
cnougl expervienoe to run the business,
SUNB O writer in the American Agricul-
turist. The average farmer nas these,

The writer has been saverely criti-
cised by some fancy breeders for his
stand on erosses, but, as his aim is to
benefit the marvket, he feels justified in
his position. Besides, there i85 plenty
of room for both faney and mariet poul-

try. We need the fancier, by all
means. We cannot produce crosses
without pure-breds. ‘There are two

great points desired in the breeding of
poultry —an inerceased production
of egge,  uand  improvewent  for
the table. These are  tha  legiti-
mute grounds which justify eross-breed-
ing. In ecrosses we combine quality
with size, as for example, Hongan on
Clochin or Brahma, or Cochin on Dork-
ing. This latter cross is after the -
ghish fashion, They take a good two-
yoear-old Cochin cocl and mate with six
gooil Dorking hens of o vear old. The
putlets of the cross arc next seuson
mated with game, and theie produee is
then marketed. Thus they gain size
from the Cochin. and quality feom the
DorKing. By the gamo eross very little
in size s sacrificed, while another first-
rate cross in point of guality, is added.
An nglishmnn, velerring to this cross,
once snid:  *'he flesh is whita ns snow,
and as suvory as any aldervmanic gour-
mand covld desiee.” It must be under-
stood, however, that nothing is gained
by mating the progeny.  Cross-broed
birds should never be mated. torether.
When me make the cross we nave the
ideal of our experiment; beyond that
there is a downward tendency.

We do not believe any great success
cian be obhtmaned in mating for inoronsod
cog production, That is,no ecross can
be secured that will give a higher egy
record than that which somo of our
noted steains now have. 1t i=
pally for an improvement of table gual-
ity that we recommend inter-breeding.

Care of Hrood Sows,

Those who nre to have early litters of
spring pigs must give the brood sows
proper  foot and trentment during the
winter months,  The lirst requisite 1s
pood sheltor and a clean, wholesorne
sleeping place.  The nextis a reason-
able amount of liberty. It will not do
to keep a brood sow shut up continu-
ously in a small pen, even if itis kaopt
reasonably  clean, She will become
slugrish and inert, with none of the
vigor and muscular stauminn needed to
produce and renr healthy pigs. A cer-
tain amount of exercise every dny is
neecessary, savs the Amerienn Agricnl-
turist, (I she will not tuke her dailv
Seonstitutionnl’ of her own accovd, it
is best to drive her out. Nothing is
better during mild, open wenther than
the run of d lot where she  may root to
her heurt’s contont.  Nover put o ring
inthe nose of 0 hrood sow.

The fond should be abundant, but not
of nfuttening charncter,  Milk., bran,
and middhngs, with & small moidieam
of ail-menl. varied frequently by boiled
turnips, earrots, beets, or other roots,
clover-hay  chopped short and mixéd
with the cooked ration, oand in cold
weather a small propordion ol corn meal,
will keep the anpmalin good, threifty
condition. It iswell to remomber that
swine nre omnivorous; and an oceasionnl
morsel  of  awimal  foold ist always
aceeptable, The “lights,” entreails and
other waste awatevinl of a slaurhtepr-
house, when  attainable, are  desirnble
additions to tho animal's dietary. It is
well to keep o mixture of salt, eharconl,
and o little sulphore in notrough where
the sow can help hevsoll ad hibitum. It
is alwnys best 10 keep brood  sows sop-
weate from the rest of the hered, This
isspecinlly imperative as the time for
farrowing npprowches,
